1. The attached tables and charts reflect some of the activities 
of certain components of the Office during September 1963.

lection, production and use of intelligence. 


d. A memorandum was forwarded to the members of the 
Security Committee requesting a review of industrial security 
programs to ensure proper handling and protection of intel- 
ligence sources and methods in view of the USIB Statement on 
Release of Intelligence, USIB-D-39. 5/19 of 26 August 1963, 
which permits dissemination of intelligence beyond the intel- 
ligence community to non-intelligence Government components 
and non-intelligence contractors.
